FLAGS, 
TRIUMPHAL ARCHES BEDECK ALL MAIN ROADS ( ONE ARCH COLLAPSED EARLY

3. SPEARHEADED BY HYPER- ACTIVE DUVAL, WHO REPORTEDLY GIVEN CARTE 
BLANCHE AS TO EXPENSES BY PRIMIN, GOM HAS GONE OUT OF ITS WAY 
ASSURE FAVORABLE RECEPTION. PRIVATE SCHOOLS, WHICH HAD 
THREATENED " STRIKE" DURING MEETING, REPORTEDLY PROMISED BY DUVAL 
THAT GOM FINANCIAL HELP THEY HAVE LONG DESIRED WOULD BE 
FORTHCOMING 

AFTER OCAM. PRESS HAS BEEN PRIVATELY COUNSELLED AVOID CONTENTIOUS 
PROSE WHICH MIGHT GIVE OFFENSE UNPREDICTABLE AFRICAN LEADERS. 

WITH STATE EMERGENCY AND PRESS CENSORSHIP IN EFFECT SINCE LAST 
YEAR, SHOULD BE NO PROBLEM THIS SCORE. UNITS SPECIAL MOBILE FORCE 
SUPPLEMENTING RIOT UNITS AND POLICE TO ASSURE SECURITY LODGINGS 
AND CONFERENCE SITES. 

4. COMMENT: CAR FONMIN AND GABONESE MINSTATE FON AFFAIRS 
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REPORTEDLY EXPECTED. WHILE THIS WILL ADD FURTHER LUSTER MEETING, 
SIGNIFICANT DEVELOPMENTS UNLIKELY AT LEAST TIL SUMMIT SESSIONS 
NEXT WEEK.
